The a ction 
brought the tota ls in the bill down 
from the $3,909,400,000 Eisenhower 
a sk ed to $3,624,820,000 for the fis­ 
ca l yea r tha t sta rted J uly 1.

The Reference Bu reau , stu d y ing 
birth rate and other record s pu b­ 
lished in connection with the 1958 
censu s, now pu ts the total at be­ 
tween 15 and 20 million. 
That leav es a lot of people who 
hav e been d irectly tou ched by the 
horror of war. 
Ad d itional millions — practical­ 
ly all the people of the U S S R — 
hav e been affected in their liv es 
Millions were ev acu ated from 
the actu al war areas, and many 
of them hav e remained to popu ­ 
late new cities east of the Urals 
In 1939 only .32 per cent of the 
people liv ed in citie.s.

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3 A New Look In 
Naval Warfare 


A minesweeper piloted by airplane engines 
and a submarine chaser on stilts may sound like 
the works of a madman, or the results of a blue­ 
print mix up, but the U. S. Nav y has asked for 
appropriations to build both of these, and other 
peculiar craft, in the present fiscal y ear. If these 
unconv entional craft meet ex pectations, there 
undoubtedly will be more in the y ears to come. 
The airplane propeller-driv en minesweeper 
will actually be a conv erted Liberty ship with 
the mission of destroy ing hard-to-find mines 
which are set to detonate with the changing 
water pressures caused by passing ships. The 
ex perimental minesweeper will hav e the risky 
job of deliberately passing ov er areas to be 
cleared of pressure mines in order to detonate 
them with its own pressure. 
Crews of these v essels will be giv en all 
possible protection, including a well padded hull. 
The hull will be filled with buoy ant sty rofoam 
which should keep the v essel afloat ev en if it 
is damaged. The abov e-water propellers replace 
conv entional ones to prev ent the ship’s driv ing 
mechanism from being crippled by a floating 
mine. The crew’s quarters will be abov e the 
water line in specially constructed and padded 
shock-proof cabins. 
A v essel equipped with hy drofoils is the 
U. S. Nav y ’s second innov ation, and is the result 
of a need for faster speed and greater maneuv er­ 
ability to outwit modern submarines. 
Theo­ 
retically , nav al ex perts predict such craft — 
which require small displacement because the 
hy drofoils tend to lift the v essel out of the water 
— are capable of speeds of 70 to 100 knots. 
It is obv ious from the Nav y Department’s 
requests 
that it considers 
its 
two greatest 
enem ies submarines and missiles. Many of its 
other ex perimental plans include such v essels 
as a "noiseless” sub chaser with sonar equipment 
which can be lowered into the ocean to seek out 
enemy v essels hiding in the depths, anti-missile 
ships and v essels to serv ice the Polaris missile- 
firing submarines. 
Future programs plan for more of the same, 
including a fleet of 25 nuclear attack subma­ 
rines. Sneak attacks and unseen weapons hav e 
replaced battleship duels.

I hav e receiv ed a letter from a high school senior 
whose name and address I omit for obv ious reasons. 
This y oung person is not ex ceptional in hav ing been 
told that wealth is a satisfaction in itself. Education 
cannot be limited to learning facts, such as two plus 
two make four. There must be some emphasis on the 
dev elopment of character and personality . 


In a recent discussion with an editor on what 
is news, I made the point that in our emphasis on 
ev ents, the forces which mov e minds and people. 
In this letter, a y oung man, on the edge of life, 
already asks the question, “ What’s the use? ’’, and 
his father fails to guide him. 


Here is most of the y oung man’s letter: 
"I am v ery puzzeled about one thing and may be 
y ou can help me out in y our column—why is it that 
indiv iduals like Mrs. Luce and Mr. Straus are so 
anx ious to secure gov ernment jobs that don’t pay too 
much if they hav e all of the money that I hav e read 
in the paper that they hav e. I just can’t understand 
if Mr. Strauss was a banker he could probably make 
much more money banking than being Secretary of 
Commerce. Why was he so anx ious to get the job— 
and the sam e with Mrs. Luce—her husband has a lot 
of money why did she want to take a job with 
a lot 
of headaches. 
And why with all ev ery one say s these 
people went through try ing to get approv ed by con­ 
g ress would they want to go through with this if they 
hav e all the money they need. 
Why didn’t they 
let 
some career person that actually needed a job take 
these positions in the first place? 
“ I asked my father if it was true that some 
indiv iduals actually wanted to serv e their country - 
ev en at a financial loss to themselv es. 
My father 
laughed and said—that indiv iduals of this ty pe in these 
day s were like the Dodo bird. I asked him to ex plain 
and he said when I grew older and understood politics 
I would understand. What did he mean:” ’ 
To this I can only reply : 
Your father is too cy nical. There are many good 
men in the world who dev ote themselv es to the public 
good. 
I sug g est that y ou read the life of Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer, as an ex ample of such a person. Or, hav e 
a look at the life of Father Hubbard. 
Or, for that 
matter, 
think 
of Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer of 
Germany , who at 83, is still laboring to build West 
Germany to greatness. 
Or, if y ou ev er hav e an 
opportunity , meet ex -Prcsident Herbert Hoov er, who 
will be 85 on August 10, and who since 19 14 has serv ed 
the public without ev er accepting any compensation 
for his work. 
These names come easily to mind. But look about 
y ou among the people y ou know, teachers, clergy men, 
public officials, and y ou will find some who hav e giv en 
more of their time and their liv es than they are paid 
for. As y ou liv e near the national capital, y ou must 
know some men who could find more money in priv ate 
enterprise but who remain in gov ernment serv ice for 
non-monetary reasons. 


You ask me about Clare Luce and Lewis 
Strauss. Both are friends of mine. You are right, 
neither needs the money that a gov ernment job 
brings. 
Mrs. Luce has her own means; Strauss 
is a rich man. Both these persons feel that there 
are jobs that they could do for our gov ernment.

“ Tell those Americans that our 
gov ernment has done ev ery thing 
it could to preserv e peace but 
somehow the American gov ern­ 
ment doesn’t accept what we de­ 
mand, and that this is the w-hole 
trouble. 
“ Now, as for the businessmen, 
they only want to make money . 
Tell them how much money they 
can make if they open up trade 
with us. Not all businessmen feel 
that way . Some of them are re­ 
actionary —they believ e in sup­ 
porting their gov ernment's poli­ 
cies. and they call it ‘patriotism.’ 
But there are alway s others who 
like to get their names in the 
paper and who will go out of their 
way to make a fuss ov er y ou. 
“ As for the President and the 
Secretary of State, be firm with 
them. If y ou can get the people 
with y ou, it doesn’t matter about

gov ernment’s 
policies.

Dr. Emil was 
so poor at one time that he used 
to preach at sev eral Lutheran 
churches around his home v illage 
at Ru.sselsheim, Germany . Be­ 
fore World War I started, the 
pastor told his flocks that God 
would punish those who hefted 
the sword.

.speeches of God. God. God. The 
boy sickened of it. He hoped the 
day would come when he would 
nev er hear of God, God has grant­ 
ed his wish, Klaus is in Leipzig, 
Red territory . . . 
Once, he studied here. It was 
truly German then. The univ ers­ 
ity undergraduates were alway s 
demonstrating about

political. Klaus joined the gang. 
He paraded. He made speeches.

9 A New Look In 
Naval Warfare 


A minesweeper piloted by airplane engines 
and a submarine chaser on stilts may sound like 
the works of a madman, or the results of a blue­ 
print mixup, but the U. S. Navy has asked for 
appropriations to build both of these, and other 
peculiar craft, in the present fiscal year. If these 
unconventional craft meet expectations, there 
undoubtedly will be more in the years to come. 
I he airplane propeller-driven minesweeper 
will actually be a converted Liberty ship with 
the mission of destroying hard-to-find mines 
which are set to detonate with the changing 
water pressures caused by passing ships. The 
experimental minesweeper will have the risky 
job of deliberately passing over areas to be 
cleared of pressure mines in order to detonate 
them with its own pressure. 
Crews of these vessels will be given all 
possible protection, including a well padded hull. 
The hull will be filled with buoyant styrofoam 
which should keep the vessel afloat even if it 
is damaged. The above-water propellers replace 
conventional ones to prevent the ship’s driving 
mechanism from being crippled by a floating 
mine. The crew’s quarters will be above the 
water line in specially constructed and padded 
shock proof cabins. 
A vessel equipped with hydrofoils is the 
U. S. Navy's second innovation, and is the result 
of a need for faster speed and greater maneuver­ 
ability to outwit modern submarines. 
Theo­ 
retically, naval experts predict such craft — 
which require small displacement because the 
hydrofoils tend to lift the vessel out of the water 
— are capable of speeds of 70 to IOO knots. 
It is obvious from the Navy Department’s 
requests 
that it 
considers 
its 
two 
greatest 
enemies submarines and missiles. Many of its 
other experimental plans include such vessels 
as a “noiseless” sub chaser with sonar equipment 
which can be lowered into the ocean to seek out 
enemy vessels hiding in the depths, anti-missile 
ships and vessels to service the Polaris missile- 
firing submarines. 
Future programs plan for more of the same, 
including a fleet of 25 nuclear attack subma­ 
rines. Sneak attacks and unseen weapons have 
replaced battleship duels.

In a recent discussion with an editor on what 
is news, I made the point that in our emphasis on 
events, the forces which move minds and people.

Why was he so anxious to get the job— 
and the sam e with Mrs. Luce—her husband has a lot 
of money why did she want to take a job with a lot 
of headaches. 
And why with all every one says these 
people went through trying to get approved by con­ 
gress would they want to go through with this if they 
have all the money they need. 
Why didn't they let 
some career person that actually needed a job take 
these positions in the first place? 
“ I asked my father if it was true that som e 
Individuals actually wanted to serve their c o u n try - 
even at a financial loss to them selves. 
My father 
laughed and said—that individuals of this type in these 
days were like the Dodo bird. I asked him to explain 
and he said when I grew older and understood politics 
I would understand. What did he m ean0” 
To this I can only reply: 
Your father is too cynical. There are m any good 
men in the world who devote them selves to the public 
good. I suggest that you read the life of Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer, as an exam ple of such a person. Or, have 
a look at the life of Father H ubbard: Or. for that 
m atter, 
think of Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of 
G erm any, who at 83, is still laboring to build West 
G erm any to greatness. 
Or, if you ever have an 
opportunity, m eet ex-President H erbert Hoover, who 
will be 85 on August IO. and who since 1914 has served 
the public without ever accepting any compensation 
for his work. 
These nam es come easily to mind. But look about 
you among the people you know, teachers, clergym en, 
public officials, and you will find som e who have given 
m ore of their tim e and their lives than they are paid 
for. As you live near the national capital, you m ust 
know some men who could find m ore money in private 
enterprise but who rem ain in governm ent service for 
non-monetary reasons. 


You ask me about Clare Luce and Lewis 
Strauss. Both are friends of mine. You are right, 
neither needs the money that a government job 
brings. 
Mrs. Luce has her own means: Strauss 
is a rich man. Both these persons feel that there 
are jobs that they could do for our government. 
Mrs. Lute. for instance, was our Ambassador to 
Italy and was remarkably successful. There can 
be no question but that she is particularly suitable 
for our Embassy in Brazil. Such a job might cost 
her about $50,000 a year out of her own pocket 
and she has it to spend. She is a Roman Catholic 
and Brazil is one of the most intensely Roman 
Catholic countries. 


Admiral Strauss is really a career m an in govern­ 
m ent in the sense that he has been in and out of 
governm ent service the whole of his adult life. He has 
been successful in both government and private enter­ 
prise. 
There are m any men and women like these 
two. 
You will discover as you go through life that m en 
seek honor. 
They seek the respect of their friends 
and associates. 
They even want their children to 
take pride in them . Some men want a place in history.

WASHINGTON - There must 
have been in Moscow an advance 
“ briefing” of First Deputy P re­ 
m ier Frol R. Kozlov by the other 
First Deputy Prem ier Anastas I. 
Mikoyan. One doubtless told the 
other what to expect in America 
It probably ran somewhat as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Now. Comrade Kozlov, don't 
underestim ate the power of the 
press in America. You can get 
good headlines and lots of pic­ 
tures in the paper by following 
a few sim ple rules. For instance, 
smile always, shake hands with 
people everywhere, visit the big 
superm arkets and the shops, talk 
about ‘peaceful coexistence’ and 
how you hate war. 
“Tell those Americans that our 
government has done everything 
it could to preserve peace but 
somehow the American govern­ 
ment doesn’t accept what we de­ 
mand. and that this is the whole 
trouble. 
“ Now. as for the businessmen, 
they only want to m ake money. 
Tell them how much money they 
can make if they open up trade 
with us. Not all businessmen feel 
that way. Some of them are re ­ 
actionary—they believe in sup­ 
porting their government s poli­ 
cies. and they call it 'patriotism * 
But there are always others who 
like to get their nam es in the 
paper and who will go out of their 
way to m ake a fuss over you 
“ As for the President and the 
Secretary of State, be firm with 
them. If you can get the people 
with you, it doesn't m atter about 
the 
governm ent's 
policies. 
Be 
sure you stress peace because 
the people want to be left alone 
—they don’t like war. Tell them 
about our sputniks and missiles, 
of course, so that they'll know 
we’re ahead and they will stop 
trying to catch up. Don’t show 
any signs of weakening or giving 
in. With those Americans, it is 
necessary to talk tough — and 
then they'll melt aw ay.”

Both indicate that the older a 
m an gels the more autocratic 
he gets. Both are putting blem ­ 
ishes on the great careers of 
two much revered elder states­ 
men. 
Young Turk Dem ocrats in Con­ 
gress want to keep their rebel­ 
lion secret, but its building up 
steam in regard to education, a 
labor bill, and particularly an in­ 
crease of interest rates on gov­ 
ernm ent bonds. This w as what 
suddenly caused the Ways and 
M eans Committee to stop the so­ 
called 
interest 
rate 
“com pro­ 
m ise” dead in its tracks. 
Some Young Turks privately 
felt that the venerable Mr. Sam 
was becoming too much beholden 
to his fellow Texan. Secretary 
of the Treasury Bob Anderson, 
who has offered to raise $200,000 
to help operate the Rayburn Li­ 
brary at Bonham. Tex. 
Leader Of Revolt 
Al any rate the revolt reached 
a clim ax at a secret meeting of 
Dem ocratic 
m em bers of 
the 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Com mittee, 
charged with recommending for 
or 
against 
increased interest 
rates 
on 
government 
bonds. 
Leader of the revolt is a French-, 
Canadian 
from 
Rhode 
Island, 
Alme Foeand. 
“ This isn’t a com prom ise.” he 
said, referring to the plan to let 
President 
Eisenhower 
d e c i d e 
w hether 
to 
increase interest 
rates on government bonds. “ It'* 
the sam e as the original plan. 
with a change in the wording, to 
give the Eisenhower A dm inistra­ 
tion unlimited power to increase 
interest rates. 
“ This plan would create more 
inflation and add to the national 
debt,” 
continued 
the 
French- 
Canadian 
from 
Rhode 
Island. 
“The Democratic party would he 
hurt if we lend our support to 


it. We will have a black eye In 
the 1960 elections.” 
“ What do you mean by a black 
eye?” asked a colleague. 
“ I m ean the kind of a black 
eye Floyd Patterson got the oth­ 
er night from Ingemar Johann- 
sen.” 
Chairm an 
Wilbur 
Mills, 
the 
Arkansas 
Democrat 
who bides 
with Rayburn and Secretary An­ 
derson for an increase in gov­ 
ernm ent bond interest rates, dis­ 
agreed. 
“ I 
respect 
your 
views,” 
he 
said, 
“ but 
I can’t agree with 
them . This compromise m easure 
is a safe and satisfactory solu­ 
tion. It leaves it up to the Presi­ 
dent and the Treasury to revise 
interest rates upward on long­ 
term bonds, only in the event of 
a crisis — that is, if the bonds 
can’t otherwise be m arketed.” 
Unlimited Powers 
Congressm an Jam es Frazier of 
Tennessee, 
another m em ber of 
the opposition bloc. spoke up. , 
“ We can't afford to give the 
President and Secretary of the 
Treasury the complete and arbi­ 
trary powers contained in this 
so-called 
compromise bill,” he 
said. “ From the time of Andrew 
Jackson, the Democratic P arty 
has been against high interest 
rates and for adequate controls 
on the banking industry. 
This 
bill would give almost unlim ited 
powers to 
raise bond 
interest 
rates higher and higher. 
“ It would eventually m ean in­ 
creased interest rates on houses, 
automobiles, washing m achines— 
practically everything we buy on 
credit,” 
argued 
Frazier. 
“ For 
the 
interest 
rates 
on 
private 
credit invariably follow the trend 
of governm ent securities.” 
Others who opposed Rayburn 
and Chairm an Mills in the sec ret 
meeting of Democrats were Lee 
Metcalf of Montana. Tom O’Brien 
of Illinois, Frank Karsten of Mis­ 
souri and Thad Machrowicz of 
Michigan. Finally Rayburn and 
Mills decided it would be wiser 
to postpone any showdown on the 
dynam ite-laden issue for at least 
a week. 
However, the revolt isn't likely 
to quiet down. Even if the in­ 
terest rate increase gets by the 
house it’s not likely to pass the 
Senate this summ er.

The Hof w aj 
im m ortalized in Goethe’s Faust. 
In here, an old man sold his soul 
to the devil for youth. Dr. Fuchs 
knows that Dr. Faust was a piker. 
Fuchs sold the childhood of all 
m ankind. 
He is free now. He served his 
tim e. The British took him from 
prison 
a 
few 
weeks 
ago 
and 
drove him 180 miles to an air­ 
port and put him aboard a Polish 
airliner. Now, the doctor begins 
his life anew among the Com­ 
m unists he loves. He is also with 
his father, old Dr. Em il Fuchs, 
who was once a Lutheran pastor 
and is now a Quaker. 
The old m an was a m artinet 
am ong Christians. He spoke his 
mind in and out of the house and 
he spoke it loud. Dr. Em il was 
so poor at one time that he used 
to preach at several Lutheran 
churches around his home village 
at 
Russelsheim, G erm any.

fore World War I started, the 
pastor told his flocks that God 
would punish those who hefted 
the sword.

At home, the dinners were 
m ade tasteless by long paternal 
speeches of God. God. God. The 
boy sickened of it. He hoped the 
day would come when he would 
never hear of God. God has grant­ 
ed his wish. Klaus is in Leipzig. 
Red territory . . . 
Once, he studied here. It was 
truly Germ an then. The univers­ 
ity undergraduates were always 
dem onstrating 
about something 


political. Klaus joined the gang. 
He paraded. He made speeches. 
He talked of a Social Dem ocratic 
Germ any. He was opposed to vio­ 
lence—ardently opposed—but he 
joined the Reichsbanner, a group 
of hoodlums who started street 
fights. 
He enjoyed this. He was such 
a physical coward that, m erely 
to be in the crowd that assaulted 
the m onarchists made him feel 
big. This was 1930. and a new 
man was on the way up. This 
man was a rightist—slightly to 
the right of slavery — and his 
nam e was Hitler. Klaus Fuchs 
thought that he was funny. A 
rabble-rouser. 
P astor Emil Fuchs got a new 
position. He took a post teaching 
religious science at Kiel Univers­ 
ity. He sent for Klaus, and told 
him to stop his studies of physics 
at Leipzig, that he could study 
it at Kiel and be with the family. 
Klaus 
was 
obedient. 
He went 
home. 
There was never any trouble 
with Klaus Fuchs as a student. 
He was a perfectionist. E very­ 
thing he worked on had to be 
thought out carefully and pre­ 
cisely. As a student physicist, he 
led his class. As a politician, he 
was a boob. Again he led the 
Social D em ocrats and. as he saw 
the rise of Adolf Hitler, he saw 
the decline of his own group. 
The solution, bef figured, was 
for the Social Democrats to work 
tem porarily with the Commun­ 
ists. 
Between 
the two 
groups 
there would be strength enough 
to crush H itler's National Social­ 
ist Party. 
He was wrong. The Communist
